"In spite of the fact that the heavy 
snow's brought the hunting season to 
a close a few days 
ahead 
of the 
scheduled time, 
I believe that 
the 
kill of deer and bear will run ahead 
of last year. 
The reports we have 
had, have shown some fine bucks laid 
low and the statem ents about bear 
would 
show 
an 
unusual

shot,” said Dr. Joseph 
Kalbfus, sec­ 
retary of the State Game Commis­ 
sion, talking about the close of the 
1917 hunting season. 
"Hunters 
got 
pretty busy when the snow squalls 
began and the drives were pressed 
home. 
In the South Mountain region 
there were pretty active times. From 
all accounts, the kills early in the 
season were not heavy, but I guess 
they speeded up w'hen the weather 
turned. 


"The bear hunting up the 
state 
was excellent. 
Clinton county 
re­ 
ported fifty five alone shot. 
North­ 
ern tier counties also had some good 
bear hunting. 
Bear were reported as 
more or less of a nuisance to fann­ 
ers in the late summer and fall and I 
guess some of them went after the 
anim als.” 
Dr. Kalbfus exp-essed the opinion 
that early in the new year 
there 
would be a pronounced movement on 
foot to obtain closing of a number of 
counties to grouse shooting because 
of danger of wiping out that bird. 
He 
did 
not 
anticipate 
opposition 
worth w'hile to the new game code. 
The new code, said he, has stood the 
test of only one season. 
Most people 
desire to have game laws stand awhile 
and do not 
w'ant 
changing 
around 
every year or so. 
Hence, they will 
test out the code. The sentiment of 
legislators last spring was that the 
code should be thoroughly tested out. 
This was a good year because there 
were as many hunters in the woods 
and fields as ever known and condi­ 
tions were fair. 


Game wardens are now gathering 
up data on the game killed, both as 
to head and weight, and the reports 
are expected to be made in time for 
the meeting of the State Game Com­ 
mission on January 3. 
This should 
furnish some very interesting data, 
as last year a report which was un­ 
usually 
complete 
was 
made. 
It 
showed about 7,000,000 pounds 
of 
meat secured by hunting. 
If 
the 
kill this year is anything like that, 
it will make a substantial contribu­ 
tion to the supply of food, 
to say

hunters, argues Dr. Kalbfus. 
He says 
that approximately 300,000, 
maybe 
more, took 
out 
hunters’ 
licenses. 
There were some hundreds of non­ 
resident hunters who came into the 
state to enjoy the sport and maybe 
100.000 men hunted on their own 
lands. 
Last year he estimated that 
there were 
400,000 
hunters. 
This 
year there will likely be more. These 
men are largely used to camping out, 
know' how to handle guns and can 
shoot. 
They will form a valuable re­ 
serve in addition to the men being 
trained for military work in event of 
emergency.

^The hest fed body of men in the 
Nvorld,” our navy has been pronounced, j 
Mind the figures Just compiled for the 
n ary ration this year show that the 
high standard has been maintained, j 
despite the rise In the cost of food ar- j 
tides, with very little extra expense to j 
jCnde Sam. 
War has added some complications 
to the task of feeding the navy, for 
4he number of men has suddenly In- , 
creased from about 04.000 to more than 
200,000, and hundreds of small patrol 
boats and submarine chasers hare been 
manned by our sailors on duty In coast 
defense districts and elsewhere. Uncle 
Pam has been able to maintain his 
n a ry diet economically by large pur­ 
chases for the Increased forces. 
Uncle Sam feeds his sailors, ra t ex­ 
actly regardless of cost. hut with cost 
always the secondary consideration. 
As Admiral McGowan, paymaster gen­ 
eral of the navy puts it: 
“Dost Is a 
by-product." What the sailor eats Is 
governed 
by 
the revised 
statutes. 
which specify the quantities of the 
various food staples which may he Is­ 
sued to each man In tile nnvnl service, j 
and good nourishment and palatabil­ 
ity come first, with cost figured out at j 
1he end of th** year after the men 1 
have been fed. 
Increase in Cost. 
The navy 
ration 
for 
1017 
cost 
$0.4408 as against xnjtTOt* for 19111. 
These mystic decimals indicate an in­ 
crease In the average cost of the ration 
of about 20 tier cent over the p re e n ­ 
ing year. Statistics compiled bv the 
department of labor show that there 
was an Increase of 40 per cent In the 
wholesale prices of the principal Items 
of food. 
Had the navy ration In­ 
creased In cost to the same extent, the 
outlay would have been slightly over 
£4000 a day more, or JR I.SOO OOO more 
on the year. which may be regarded as 
money saved. 
The navy’s high standard of diet 
was maintained with economy by the 
rigid enforcement of the regulations 
prohibiting the purchase of patent and 
proprietary fowls; by closely scrutiniz­ 
ing all reports of the survey of provi­ 
sions rendered unfit for use so that all 
caules for loss could be eliminated; by 
Investigation In every R ase where ships 
operating under the same conditions 
chowed a marked difference In the cost 
of the ration; by making cakes, plea, 
lee cream, and so forth, on !w»nrd ship, 
instead of buying them ashore; and by 
care In buying provisions at seasons 
when they were most plentiful, and the 
best prices could be obtained. 
The navy ration Is as much a matter 
of pride to the officials who have it in 
charge as are the marksmanship rec­ 
ords of officers of the fleet. 
Schedule of Week’s Meals. 
Believing that the “proof of the 
pudding Is in the eating." the navy 
niihmlts a complete weekly schedule of 
meal* served to the enrolled men on 
board a battleship at sea. the provi­ 
sions being furnished by a supply ship. 
so that this schedule may he taken as 
an illustration of what Is accomplish­ 
ed in feeding the navy under the most 
difficult conditions;

Matter of Clothing. 
In the matter of clothing war has 
brought the navy even greater activ­ 
ity. This winter for the first time In 
many years Uncle Sam’s .Tack tars re­ 
quire heavy winter clothing. 
For In 
th e peaceful winters since th e Spanish 
war most of our warships have spent 
the cold months in the West Indies, 
where 
chiefly the 
lighter .summer 
clothing was adequate and the amount 
of heavy winter clothing required very 
small. 
Take the old navy of 61000 men, 
increase It In a few months to more 
than 200,OOO, and send it Into the chill, 
damp climate of the submarine zone 
off the British isle*, from latitude 20 
straight up to latitude OO, and anyone 
can see that a whole new scheme of 
clothing is required. 
Just the other day the navy was 
compelled to issue a statement on this 
ymlnt to discredit rumors that Its men 
in northern waters were inadequately 
clad and that thousands of patriotic 
women would hove to knit sweaters, 
socks, mittens, and other heavy woolen 
garment* for them. 
Nothing to it! 
Admiral 
McGowan

knitting 
sweaters early In»-1 spring, when the 
first division of destroyers was sent to 
European waters, and a* a clothier and 
furnisher for th* navy he has been 
able to set a pace which left volunteer 
knitters far behind months ago.

Anxious and Nervous Men Tr> to Con­ 
ceal Their Real Feelings While W ait­ 
ing for the Order to Go Forward, by 
Telling Funny Stories—Waiting the 
W orst Part. 


Henri Barbuts!, well-known French 
writer, has written n graphic account 
of the storming of a German trench In 
which he took part. fin gripping lan­ 
guage he describes th** torture of wait­ 
ing for the signal to advance, of run­ 
ning out in the open against terrific 
fire, and of the happiness of the men 
when they find each o’her safe after 
“going through hell." 
“It is evening In the Champagne.” 
writes Henri Bariums**. “Tho men arc 
waiting In the dugouts of the first line 
trenches, wondering when the order to 
charge against the enemy will bo given 
They are anxious and nervous, hut try 
to conceal their real feelings by telling 
funny stories and laughing heartily. 
They know* that In the next moment 
they may he facing death, but there is 
always hope. 
They have been spared 
before, perhaps they may he spared 
again. 
A voice is heard in tile neigh 
boring trench. 
“ ‘Listen,’ 
said 
one of the 
men. 
‘Didn’t you hear? 
The alarm was 
sounded I* 
“ ‘Alarm? 
Are you crazy?’ * 
“Just then a shadow appears In the 
opening In the dugout nnd somebody 
cries: ‘To arm s!’ 
Roar of Gun# Frightful. 
“Quiet prevails. We have all become 
dumb. 
We get up nnd stretch our 
weary hones nnd go out Into the trench. 
The rear of the guns Is frightful. One 
man looks at the other; no word Is 
spoken, hut the eyes tell everything. 
We are ready; some of the men ar*' 
sitting quietly In the mud. others are 
resting their arm s on their rifle*. 
I 
study the pale. deeply lined face* of 
these men. 
They are not soldiers. 
nut simply hum an beings. 
They are 
not adventurers or 
warriors. 
They 
nre peasants nnd workmen In uniform. 
and were not 
made for slaughter. 
They are awaiting the order to die. 
“Each one of them know* what it 
means; he knows that he Is to expose 
his head. his breast, his stomach and 
arms nnd legs to rifle balls, to shrapnel 
nnd to the bayonet. They are a quiet, 
peaceful lot—not bandits or barba­ 
rians or savages looking for another’s 
blood. 
I can see that they nre tor­ 
tured by the suspense, that they are 
in anguish, that they are wondering 
whether they will live through this 
terrible night. No one who has not seen 
men ready for a chnrge can appreciate 
what It means. 
“They still walt. 
It seems like an 
eternity. The sun has set nnd a weird 
darkness is creeping over the «nd land­ 
scape. 
Then rain falls In torrents to 
add to the grewsnme picture an a t­ 
mosphere of tragedy. 
“There Is more time spent In w ait­ 
ing and then hand grenade* nre pass­ 
ed around to the men. 
Each man re­ 
ceives two. Then the order ‘Forw ard!’ 
I* heard, and we know that It Is now 
our turn. 
“We spring out of the trench and 
Into the darkness. 
We expect to he 
greeted by a deadly fire. hut, strange, 
the thunder of the gun* suddenly 
censes. 
“Don’t use your hand grenades u n ­ 
til the last minute," shouts our cap­ 
tain. 
Bullets Whistle Past. 
“Ju st then a curtain of fire rises be­ 
fore us and the bullets begin whistling 
past our ears. 
We are running for­ 
ward now. 
Shells are bursting nil 
around us. 
The Angers of my right 
hand are singed by the fire of an ex­ 
ploding shell nnd I drop my gun. only 
to stoop and pick It up again. 
The 
fire becomes so strong Hint we become 
blinded by It; our men become sep­ 
arated. none of us knowing just where 
h** Is going. 
Here and there In the 
mist I could discern forms of men 
falling heavily to the ground, nnd now 
uud then above the roar I heard the 
heartrending cry of someone who had 
received his death wound. 
“ ‘Forw ard!’ shouts our captain. 
"W e are running like mod 
now. 
Sometimes we stumble over the bod­ 
ies of our comrades, hut. there Is no 
stopping. 
Our breath Is coming fast, 
our hearts nre thumping wildly In our 
breasts, our blood is coursing at break­ 
neck speed through our veins. W e are 
now as men possessed; we have for­ 
gotten all our fears nnd all we Want 
now Is to meet the enemy face to fa c e ; 
we are lusting for blood. 
“The German trench Is before us, 
and we all plunge in; but the Ger­ 
mans have flown; the trench is empty. 
We stop 'o r bream and look about us. 
It seems nil like a dream now. nnd we 
greet each other like happy children. 
“ ‘What, you. my friend? 
Thank 
God. you are unhurt. 
Have you seen 
our captain? 
W hat has become of 
him? 
God, what must we not all go 
through!’ 
‘We remain in the trench and tell 
our experiences. 
The cries of the 
wounded have ceased, but the roar of 
the guns has Increased. We uo longer 
pay any attention to the noise. 
We 
are tired very tired, nnd there we si? 
at the bottom of the treotb, waiting 
tor a wink of sleep.’*

Department cf Labor Denies Re­ 
port— No Extravagances, but 
Prisoners Woll Treated. 


Reports that the Germans Interned 
In camp at Hot Springs, N. C., eat 
live meals .a day nnri enjoy many ex­ 
travagances of filet arc denounced by 
the departm ent of labor, which has 
them iii charge. 
Food Adminlntrntar Hoover has rec­ 
ommended that the prisoners ho put 
on army or navy rations. 
The labor 
department says th** prisoners arc re­ 
ceiving an ordinary wholesome diet 
in the Interest ol showing Germany 
that her prisoners here are well treat­ 
ed nnd with the hope of inducing 
her to treat American captives th** 
same way. 
A statem ent issued at tho depart­ 
ment Wild: 
“It should he pointed out In the first 
place that tho aliens detained at this 
particular station nre not prisoners of 
war. They comprise officers nnd crew# 
from a num ber of German vessels I hat 
were Interned In United States ports 
and subsequently were taken over by 
the government upon the declaration 
of hostilities. 
In keeping with Its an­ 
nounced policy to set an example In 
the handling of these subjects which 
will he worthy the emulation of nil civ­ 
ilized nations nnd which It is hoped 
will be reciprocated in th** handling 
of Americans who may he captured 
by enemy forces, It has been the nim 
of the department to accord to these 
people human and Just treatm ent. 
“The statem ent that the men In­ 
terned at Hot Springs eat five meals a 
day is branded as ridiculous by the 
officers acquainted 
with 
the 
facts. 
Three meals of substantial hat plain 
fare, prepared by their own cook. Is 
the dally quota of eneh man. 
There 
is no w arrant whatever for Hie Intima­ 
tion that any of th**sc menus Is elabo­ 
rate. 
A sufficient amonnt of palatable 
food Is furnished to satisfy a normal 
man. but any semblance of luxury or 
extravagance Is not to he found In the 
LUI of fare.”
